2. (previously presented) The method of Claim 1, fiirther comprising: 

receiving said data stream of suspected copyright infiinging material from the Internet, 

3. (currently amended) The method of Claim 1, fiuther comprising: 

parsing said data stream of suspected copyright infringing material into suspected copyright 
inficinging material data segments; and

4. (currently amended) The method of Claim 3, fiirther comprising: 

parsing said original copyright material into original copyright material data segments; and

5. (previously presented) The method of Claim I, further comprising: 

deterxnining tliat said first electronic signature and said second electronic signature are a 
match; and 

visually examining said suspected copyright infringing material having said first electronic • 
signature matching said second electronic signature of said original copyright data material. 

6. (previously presented) The method of Clairo 4, further comprising: 

deteiitiiniog that at least one of said suspected copyri^t infringing material data segment 
electronic sigtiatures matches at least one of said original copyright material data segment electronic 
signatures; and 

visually examining said suspected copyright injBringing material data segment having said 
suspected copyright uifiinging material data segment electronic signature matching said original 
copyright material data segment electronic signature. 

7. (currently amended) A system for detecting copyright violation, said system comprising: 

receiving means for receiving a selectable data stream of suspected copyrigjit infiingnig 
material; 

a linear feedback shift register [ [signature generation means]] jfor generating a first electronic 
of said suspected material and a second electronic signature of an original copyrigjit material, each 
said electronic signature being a - distillation of - ma t erial incapable of recon^tcucting said suspected 
material or said original copyright material by direct decipherment; and 

comparator means for comparing said first electronic signature with said second electronic 
signature, w^herein a match of said first electronic signature with said second electronic signature 
indicates a likelihood that said suspected copyright infiinging material and said original copyright 
material are the same. 
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8. (previously presented) The systejn of Claim 7, fitrtlier comprising: 

means for receiving said data stream of suspected copyright infringing material jfrom the 
Internet. 

9. (ctiiteutly amended) Hie system of Claim 7, fiarther comprisiiig: 

parsing means for parsing said data stream of suspected copyright infringing material into 
suspected copyri^t infringing material data segments; and 

means for generating a suspected copyright infringing material data segment electrotdc 
signature &yr each said suspected copyright infringing material data segmen t, e ach said su^ect e d 
copyright infringing matorial " data - pegment oleotronic signatur e b e ing a distillation of a corresponding 
paid flUGpected oop^night infringuig material data segm e nt . 

10. (cuxrently amended) The system of Claim 9, ftirther comprisiog: 

parsing means for parsing said original copyright material into original copyright material 
data segments; and 

means for generating an original copyright material data segment electronic signature for 
each said original copyright material data segmen t, each said original copyri^t mat e rial data 
segment eleotromo signatur e being a distillation of a coixeGponding said original copyright mat e rial 
datft - s ^ gP^^t , 

1 1 . (previously presented) The system of Claim 7, fiuther comprising: 

means for detezmining that said first electromc signature and said second electromc sigp^ture 
axe a match; and 

means for visually displaying said suspected copyright infringing material havinig said first 
electronic signature matching said second electronic signature of said original copyright material. 

12. (previously presented) The system of Claim 10, further comprising: 

means for determining that at least one of said suspected copyright infringing material data 
segment electronic signatures matches at least one of said original copyrigjit material data segment 
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eleQtronic signatures; and 

means for visually examiuing said suspected copyright infringing material data segment 
having said suspected copyright infringing material data segment electronic signature matching said 
original copyright material data segment electronic signature.

27. {previously presented) The method of claini 5 ^ wherein said visual examination is perfbrtned 
upon said matches of said signatures exceeding a predetemiined nxjmber of occurrences. 

28. (previously presented) The system of claim 12, wherein said visual examination is performed 
upon said matches of said signatures exceeding a predeteimined number of occuixquces. 
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
